A. A history of subsection GYA-3 was noted in 1946 
as "partially completed (Brandy)". This vras being pre- 
pared by GYA-3 and was itowed in NY-4. Present location 
and status is unknown. 

B. A study on security leaks was noted in 1914-6 as 
begun by NA, the purpose being to bring up to date the 
study contained in chapters III-V of RIP 98. (See sub- 
section A-l of this inventory. ) It was planned to 
publish this material as a RIP. Present location and 
status is unknown, except that 0p-202 has a current file 
on the subject. 

C. Studies of the part played by communication intelli- 
gence in the Pacific during w orld War II have not been 
made Dor battles subsequent to the Solomon Islands campaign.
